Parcel Pott and Our Merchant. 


One of our neighboring editors, in whom we have the ut- 


most confidence, lias made a very thorough investigation of 
the effect of (lie new parcel post on our home merchants. In 
answer to our question, "Will the new law hurt the home 
merchant?" he says: 
I 


"While the plan was under consideration in Congress it 


had to meet the solid opposition of retailers' organizations. 
Their enmity was based on the theory that the parcel post 
would prove an immense advantage to the big mail order 
houses. Now. that the new delivery system has--become 
a fact, the wise country merchant is preparing to make the 
best of it. In-investigating bis .opportunity under (lie new law 
the country merchant finds that the best gives promise of being 
not half bad. 
Whatever the big mail order house may have 


hoped for in the way of advantage undcr'the flat rate, the '/one 
system finally adopted gives a distinct advantage to the local 
retailer. Instead of hurling him it really ought to lie of ser- 
vice to him. The bargain rale of (he whole system is the rale 
between the rural delivery center and all points on the outlying 
routes. The rural routes gel the local rale. That is lo say, a 
package will be taken to'any point on a rural mule for the 
same rale paid for Ihe delivery of .'packages williin the lown 
limits. This local rale is live cents for Ihe fii'sl poimd, and one 
cent a pound for Ihe other ten. An eleven pound package at 
the local rale would be delivered for 15 cents. When you lo- 
cale Ihe delivery of the package at Ihe far end of a country 
route il oll'crs the best pacage delivery bargain oll'ered in this 
country. 
While the country lown merchant is gelling this 


local bargain rate the big mail order house is paying a high 
rale thai increases in proportion lo Ihe distance of Ihe house 
from its patron. The country merchant not only has an ad- 
vantage in Ihe rale, btil his natural advantages in lime is ma- 
terially augmented. 
The rural telephone is now Ihe con- 


comilanl of Ihe rural mule. Where holh are available all that 
is required is a lillle forethought in early ordering, and goods 
may be delivered from lown on Ihe same day Ihe order is 
'phoned in. Apparently all thai is needed on the part of Ihe 
country merchant is a lillle enterprise in utilizing Ihe facilities 
afforded him. In this 'direction advertising in the local paper? 
would seem lo be his long suil. 
Up-lo-suulf merchants in a 


small lown can gel up jusl as allraclive an advertisement— 
prices and all—as any of the catalogue houses. 
Many in then 


have been doing II regularly in Ihis territory, and even wilhou 
delivery advantages, and have found lillle dilllcully in holding 
business in competition wilh Ihe far away mail order house 
Advertising, of course, will not counl for much unless tin 
merchant Wcps in stock Ihe kind of goods his pa Irons call for 
With goods suited lo Ihe needs of his community, the news 
paper advertisement lo attract attention lo his wares anc 
prices, the rural mail delivery lo lake his advertisements lo his 
customers, Ihe telephone, lo'lransmit Ihe order and Ihe parce 
.post lo, deliver il, who can say Ihe country merchant hasn'l ; 
combination that mus| be haul lo heal? With that combina 
lion on his side Ihe country merchant Ihal lels Ihe bulk of Hit 
orders from his territory go far away, catalogue houses wil 
not be justified in blaming Congress for bis inability to Iransac 
a profitable-business."
